dens are more pleasantly situated than 
any others of this description, and 
we trust the public will patronise the 
efforts of the proprietors.

FALL OF THE DRAMA. - 


Having giveu numerous articles, for 
some weeks, upon the “ Rise of the 
Drama,” we this week give an article 
shewing the difference in point of 
talent in 1815, compared with the 
present, 1840. Various causes may 
be alleged for this change—the habits 
and pursuits of the people—late din- 
ner hours—the cultivation of litera- 
ture and music—the spread of Dis- 
These, we admit, 
are amid the causes, but they are not 


all the causes. In the first place, 
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the provinces hawing ceased to be 
schools for actors,: the art of acting 
has declined. Wehave no such men 
as old Dimond, Tate Wilkinson, or 
T. Knight at the head of the Bath, 
York, and Liverpool Theatres, The 
state.of the London stage may be 
seen by the following comparative 
view of the change in one quarter
